Every 
railroad 
corporation 


whow cars are propelled by steam, shall 
cause s power brake to be attached to 
every passenger car (which they use for the 
conveyance of passengers) which eaid brake 
shall ha so arranged that it may bo put in 
operation by tho engineer when tho train is 
in motion. 


Bio. 2. Every railroad corporation who 


ahall nje any passenger car for the convey- 
ance of passengers, without such power 
broke 60 applied, shall for every such of- 
fence be fined one hundred dollars, ono half 
thereof to the use of the complainant, and 
the other half thereof to the use of tho State, 
but thli penalty shall not apply to an inci- 
dental conveyance of passengers in freight 
care, nor to dummy cars, so-called, nor to a 
passenger car attached to the rear end of a 
freight train or dummy engine.
